C ontractor E dw ard Hu rley was 
in St. Lou is Satu rday and had a 
street car all to himself. 
H e was ou t on G rand av enu e and 
boarded one of the T ransit Co. 
cars to go down tow n. 
H e made 
the trip to Sixth street as the sole 
occu pant of the car, nor was any 
attention paid to him by the strik ­ 
ers. 
A fter su pper M r. H u rley paid a 
v isit to 
dau ghter, M rs. John 
B a p p le ^ ^ ho resides more than a 
mile from the dépô t.. 
O n leav ing, he intended tak ing 
a car to ride dow n tow n, bu t Mrs. 
B apple begged him not to, as 
there wou ld be great danger in 
riding at night, so he walk ed in­ 
stead. 
M r. H u rley says the cars are ru n­ 
ning regu larly, bu t the patronage 
extended is 
m ighty 
slim, 
St. 
Lou isans being afraid to ride on 
accou nt of the boycott. 


Col. H . C. D em u th is another 
Sedalian who had an entire car to 
him self on the occasion of a recent 
v isit in St. Lou is. 
W hen he boarded the car there 
w as a policeman on either end do- 
ing gu ard du ty. 
“ T hink you will tak e a ride?” 
ask ed one of the coppers. 
Col. Dem u th answered that he 
thou ght he wou ld, w hen the po­ 
liceman said : 
“ There are not m any people rid­ 
ing on the cars these days, as most 
of them are afraid to.” 
Col. D em u th realized at once 
that the policem an’s sym pathy was 
w ith the strik ers, 
bu t he deter­ 
m ined to ru n the risk of an assau lt 
and made the trip w ithou t being 
molested. 


A St. Lou is dispatch of last night 
says : The day ju st ended has been 
the most qu iet and u nev entfu l since 
the great street railway strik e be­ 
gan on May 8 . 
Cars were ru n on 
all branches of the Transit com­ 
p any’s system w ithou t molestation, 
and thou sands of persons, despite 
the rain that fell 
at 
interv als 
throu ghou t the day, rode to and 
from the park s and other pleasu re 
spots. 
M any of the strik ers w ent 
to Bellev ille, III., and attended a 
picnic giv en for their benefit there- 
It is ju st tw o week s ago that the 
trou ble betw een parading strik ers 
and depu ty sheriffs, that resu lted 
in the death of three men and the 
w ou nding of sev eral more, brok e 
ou t in front of posse barrack s on 
W ashington av enu e. 
The inqu est 
to determ ine the responsibility for 
the death of these men has been in 


session almost ev ery day since the 
lamentable affair. 
A large nu mber of witnesses, in­ 
clu ding depu ty sheriffs, strik ers 
and citizens, who 
were present 
when the shooting began, hav e 
giv en their testimony, bu t the ev i­ 
dence has been so conflicting that 
it has riot yet been determined who 
fired the fatal shots. 
A lthou gh all 
those k illed and wou nded were 
strik ers, nobody has yet been able 
to identify positiv ely any depu ty 
who fired a shot ya that affair. The 
tak ing of testimony will be contin- 
ed tomorrow and may be conclu ded 
then. 
This week will see the force of 
depu ty sheriffs on du ty redu ced to 
500 men, 
who will be k ept on 
gu ard wherev er the necessity ex­ 
ists for their presence. 
Many of 
the members of the posse will be 
discharged ou tright, bu t the names 
of 1,000 men, 500 in addition to 
those retained for activ e du ty, will 
be k ept on the rolls for an emerg­ 
ency. 
The total nu mber will be called 
for on Ju ly 4, when the discharge 
of firearms and firework s may tend 
to deeds of lawlessness.

T h e United States government 
has lately turned its attention to 
the matter of encouraging and in­ 
structing farmers in the grow ing 
and preservation of forests. 
The 
division of forestry, under the di­ 
rection of Gifford Pinchot, forest­ 
er, has made an unusually gener­ 
ous offer to all farmers and growers 
of forests, an offer so generous and 
60 w orthy of acceptance that it 
should be publiihed all over the 
country that the public may learn 
of it. 
In order 
to preserve the 
forest trees, says the Kansas C ity 
Star, 
the 
division 
of 
forestry 
agrees, so far as its limited means 
permit, 
to 
aid 
farmers 
in 
the 
planting 
and 
gro w ­ 
ing 
of 
forest 
plantations, 
wood 
loti, 
shelter 
belts 
and 
wide-breaks. 
This assistance goes 
to the extent of sending an expert 
forester 
to 
the 
applicant, 
who 
makes a personal examination of 
the land, and the atmospheric con­ 
ditions, and who then draws up a 
w orking plan by which the farmer 


shall plant his trees. 
He also ad­ 
vises him fully as to the care to be 
given the trees and instructs him 
in the elements of forestry. 
If the 
farmer 
already 
has 
a 
forest or 
wood-lot, the expert draws up a 
plan by which the farmer is sliowu 
just what trees to cut every year, 
how 
many 
he 
may 
cut 
and 
other 
information which enables 
him 
to 
treat 
his 
forest 
in 
such a way that the crop shall be 
perpetual. 
A il this advice is given 
to the farmer absolutely without 
cost to himself, unless he should 
desire 
a second vibit from the ejt- 
pert to superintend his work. 
In 
the latter case, the only charges re­ 
quired would be the necessary trav­ 
eling expenses of the expert. 
The 
government furnishes the 
expert 
knowledge free. 


T h e Second district members of 
the democratic 
state 
committee, 
Messrs. 
Conkling 
and 
Winters, 
have issued a circular to their con­ 
stituents warning them of the dif­ 
ficulties in the w ay of securing ad­ 
mission to the democratic national 
convention. 
T hey say the conven­ 
tion hall will only seat 11, 042 per­ 
sons and that only that number of 
tickets will be issued. 
These will 
be divided among fifty states and 
territories. 
Each 
delegate 
will 
have four extra tickets, and the 
alternates none extra. 
Not 
evtn 
democratic clubs in uniform will 
be admitted. 
The 
circular 
con­ 
cludes with this w arning: “ F in al­ 
ly, if you go to Kansas C ity you 
may rely upon it that about one in 
every thousand will secure admis­ 
sion. 
The rest of you, including 
the undersigned 
member^ of the 
state committee, will have to stay 
on the outside, listen to the band 
play and try to be satisfied. J ) 


INSURANCE DECISION. 


?erdict Against th e Widow of An Al­ 
leged Suicide.

He was insured for $5, 000 in the 
Woodmen, Odd Fellows and M u ­ 
tual Benefit association. 
The Odd Fellows paid promptly, 
but the other two companies re­ 
fused to pay their policies, claim­ 
ing that Thiebud ¿t)mmitted sui­ 
cide. 
His wife 
brought 
suit against 
the 
Woodmen 
tor 
$2, 000, 
the 
amount of the policy, in the dis­ 
trict court. 
Tlie jury returned a 
verdict in favor of the defendant. 
Mrs. Thiebud will appeal the case.

Thirty-Five People Are Killed 
In a Wreck. 


THE WORST FOR YEARS. 


Train Ran In to a Wash o n t in Geo ri^ia 
—Rassen g fers Eith er Dro wn ed 
Or Cremated . 


Thirtv-five persons were killed 
in a wreck on the Southern rail­ 
w a y near McDonough, Ga., last 
Saturday night. 
The disaster was caused by a 
washout. 
E very member of 
the 
train crew and every passenger 
except those in the sleeper, per 
ished. 
The wreck caught fire, and al 
the cars but the Pullman were de­ 
stroyed. 
Besides the regular crew of the 
train, several conductors and other 
employes were en route to Atlanta 
to spend Sunday- A ll were killed. 
Conductor W . A . Barclay was in 
charge of the train. 
A 
section 
boss with a gang of eight negroes 
occupied seats in the second-class 
coach. 
T hey were on their w ay 
to repair a washout on the Georgia 
Midland and G ulf road. 
Not one 
escaped when the car went down. 
A blinding rain storm was on. 
Thejwindows of the coaches were 
closed, and when the passengers 
went down they were either drown 
ed in the torrent or burned with 
the wrecked coaches. 
There was 
no escape, as the heavy Pullman 
car weighted down the others, and 
the few alive in the sleeper were 
unable to render assistance to their 
fellow passengers. 
A s the wreck began to go to 
pieces under the destructive work 
of 
the 
flames 
and flood bodies 
floated out and were carried down 
stream by the current. 
The storm 
did not abate in fury. 
Flashes of 
lightning added to the steady glow 
of the burning train. 
A ll through 
the night the rain continued. 
The dawn revealed the most dis­ 
astrous railroad calamity the south 
has ever known, for it was not un­ 
til then that the real extent of the 
wreck and the terrible loss of hu­ 
man life could be seen. 
A n hour after the train’s plunge 
into the gorge, several of those who 
escaped from the 
wreck walked 
into M cDonough with the news. 
Parties were 
organized at once. 
Nearly the entire male population 
of the city went fo the scene, de­ 
termined to render 
assistance to 
the people imprisoned in the wreck- 
age. 
Little could be done by the res­ 
cuers, however, as the fire kept 
them at a distance. 
A t daylight 
the bodies that had floated from the 
gorge were gathered up. One body 
was found a mile from the wreck. 
T he banks ot the creek were lined 
with them. 
The wreck was on the Aiacon 
division of the Southern system, 
but no wrecking train could 
be 
sent from Macon, as the road had 
been washed out at another point 
between that city and the scene of 
the 
wreck.

It was the 
p ractical res^ult of his ability to ac­ 
comp lish tilings- He never cared for 
show.' ife never'niacfe a sp eech in his 
life, but no man enjoy ed the sensa­ 
tion of success more k eenly . 
bat he 
undertook he carried out, and if he 
couldn't do it in one way he did it in 
another. He had a large share of that 
faculty the Yank ees called ‘‘contriv- 
ance,” which enabled him to devise 
means for accomp lishing his* p urp ose 
that would not have suggested them: 
selves to any other man. The ^Tog 
rolling’’ method of legislation 
was 
suggested to him by the familiar hab­ 
its of the lumbermen in his own coun­ 
try , who help each other roll the logs 
from the winter camp to the bank s of 
the nearest stream, where they can be 
caught by the sp ring rise. It was the 
ap p lication of this neighborly p rac­ 
tice which enabled Mr. Sawy er to se­ 
cure legislation that could not other- 
r\V!£e have been p assed, and he gave 
;.the method its name. 
Wisconsin needed a good deal of 
'legislation wl^en be first came to con­ 
gress, and Mr. Sawy er secured more 
than any 10 other men could have 
done. lie let his (bills accumulate un­ 
til toward tlie end of the session, when 
he would tak e up the calendar and 
mak e memorandums of various meas­ 
ures in which influential men in the 
bouse and senate 
were 
interested. 
Then he would eall them together at 
bis house or at his committee room 
and say : 
^Toy s, we’ve got to do a little log 
rolling if we get our timber to the 
mill this session.” The result would 
be an agreement to stand by each oth­ 
er and throw all their combined in­ 
fluence in favor of a list of bills which 
^he had made out and handed to nie.m- 
,bers of the combine. 
The work was 
conducted in secret, and was almost 
alway s successful, so that the habits 
of the Wisconsin lumberman now p re^- 
vail in every legislative body in the 
w’orld. 
The river and harbor ap p rop ria­ 
tion bill originated 
in 
tliat 
way . 
Formerly a sep arate measure would 
he p ases(i for each river or harbor that 
recjmred imp rovement, hut under ^Ir. 
Sawy er’s log rolling sy stem, the mem­ 
bers of congress interested in such ap ­ 
p rop riations organized a trust which 
finally grew into a regular annual ap ­ 
p rop riation bill and a sp ecial commit­ 
tee to frame it.— Chicago Record.

Sa turda y night a bout 1 0 o’clock, 
while cla d in nothing but a shirt, 
he da rted out of his home, a ra v ing 
ma nia c. 
He wa s seen two or three 
times between then a nd midnight, 
but the police fa iled to find him.

Regina ld Andrews, the 
ja nitor a t the Old La dies’ Home, 
wa s a wa kened ^by cra shing gla ss. 
The nex t moment Mefford stood 
before him sta rt na ked, swinging a 
necky oke.

“ Wha t time do 
y ou mea n? ” 
a sked Andrews with rema rka ble 
coolness. 
“ I ha v e murdered one whole 
fa mily tonight, a nd I a m going to 
kill y ou nex t, a nd then ev ery body 
a t the home,” replied Mefford. 
Mefford swung the necky oke a nd 
tried to bra in Andrews. 
The la t­ 
ter dodged the wea pon, threw Mef­ 
ford on the bed a nd choked him 
until he begged for mercy . 
Then 
Andrews a greed to giv e 
him a 
ba th, a suit of clother a nd some 
brea kfa st, which a ppa rently sa tis­ 
fied him. 
Rushing through the house, A n ­ 
drews locked the twelv e or four­ 
teen old la dies in their rooms, no­ 
tified the police by telephone a nd 
then ra n a cross the street to the 
home of J oseph Dra ke for a ssist­ 
a nce.

Her uplifted a rm sa v ed her 
ife, the a» -m wa s broken in two 
pla ces a nd she susta ined a sca lp 
wound. 
Mr. Fitzsimmons, 
hea ring the 
screa m, da shed into the room a nd 
gra ppled with the ma nia c. 
Mef­ 
ford shook him off a nd sent the a x 
cra shing into his skull, splitting 


his hea d wide openf Then, da sh­ 
ing upsta irs, McflPord a tta cked Miss 
Ka te Fitzsimmons, 
inflicting 
a 
number of sev ere sca lp wounds. 
Wheji he ca me downsta irs Dra ke 
ha d \nst entered the house. 
Dra ke 
d ra p ed to his knee to shoot. 
Ckck, click, click, went the re­ 
v olv er. But there were tour empty 
cha mbers, a nd ea ch time the ha m­ 
mer ca me down on one of them. 
Then Mefford struck him on the 
lea d with the a x . 
A second a nd 
a third blow followed a nd Dra ke 
fell ov er.

All his friends thought he wa g 
a ga in sound in mind ; but Sa turda y 
his insa nity 
returned in a most 
v iolent form. 
Ma d with the de­ 
sire for blood, he shot two men 
fa ta lly , besides wounding a police­ 
ma n in the leg. 
The whole neigh­ 
borhood in which the shooting oc­ 
curred turned out to giv e cha se to 
him. 
For some rea son Robinson 
fled to the police ja il a nd from 
there to the pa rish prison with a 
mob of 1 ,000 men a t his heels. 
He wa s ca ptured a t the ga tes of 
the prison by the foremost of his 
pursuers, 
a nd wa s a bout to be 
ly nched, when Sheriff Klock, a t 
the hea d of a force of deputies, 
a rmed with Winchesters, rescued 
him a nd pla ced him behind the 
ba rs. 
It wa s ea rly in the a fter 
noon when Robinson ca lled a t the 
house of Wm. Stoessel a nd a sked 
to see him. 
When Stoessel en­ 
tered the pa rlor the ma dma n ut­ 
tered something in the na ture of 
a n a ccusa tion a nd opened fire. 
Two bullets took effect in Stoes- 
sel’s stoma ch before he could es­ 
ca pe from the room.

ma n Kerns, whose a ttention ha d 
been a ttra cted by the shooting,tried 
to a rrest him, a nd a pistol duel en­ 
sued, in which the officer wa s shot 
in the leg. 
After ridding himself of Kerns, 
Robinson a ga in 
ra n. 
A y oung 
ma n, Wm. J. Whitta ker, a ttempt­ 
ed to close with him a nd receiv ed 
a fa ta l wound in the a bdomen. 
The cra zed murderer pursued his 
course through 
the hea rt of the 
city , with his smoking pistol in his 
ha nd, a nd a crowd thundering be­ 
hind him, shouting for his blood. 
He wa s ov erta ken a t the doors of 
the prison y a rd. 
Young Whitta ker, who wa s shot 
by Robinson, died a nd Stoessel is 
not ex pected to liv e.

Rema rka ble Specimens in Univ ersity ol 
Pennsy lv a nia La bora tory . 
^Tlere is the American form of that 
remark able p lant which tho South 
African Dutch use for catching flies.” 
Prof. J. I L ilacfarlane, of the Uni­ 
versity of Pennsy lvania, who made 
the remark quoted, was mak ing a tour 
of insp ection of tlie greenhouses just 
back of the botanical laborator}\ As 
he sp oke he reached out and touched 
an odd~looking p otted p lant which 
sp routed tendrils in p lace of ordinary 
leave« . 
Each tendril emitted a col­ 
orless viscous fluid,, which hung on the 
p oints lik e beads* of sweat on a man s 
brow. 
M hen 
Prof. 
Macfarlane 
touched one of the beads it clung to 
his finger tip like thin mucilage; the 
tendrils, too, immediately bent 
in­ 
ward towards a common center with 
a strange clutchin,g motion. 
Then, 
finding nothing to clutch, they re­ 
sumed their former p osition. 
“ This is a sensitiv e pla nt,” contin­ 
ued Prof. Ma cfa rla ne. ‘‘This pa rtic­ 
ula r species growsiin New Jersey . I 
is sma ll, a s y ou see, but in the Tra ns­ 
v a a l the pla nt grow.s quite la rj:e„ a nd 


the Boers hang il up in theirIiouses 
to catch the many insect p ests that 
inhabit the region. 
It becomes full 
of insects after awhile. 
The owner 
then takes it out to a trough or p ail 
and rinses it olf. 
The imp risoned 
flies, most of them dead, of course, 
are released by a good shak ing in the 
water, and the lly catcher is ready for 
use again. There now is a little midge 
just caught in one of the fronds.” 
It was true. A litilegreen ily float­ 
ed down through the air, attracted un­ 
doubtedly by the shining beads* of 
liquor, it hovered above them a mo­ 
ment and then seuled on one. In­ 
stantly it was struggling and try ing 
to jerk away its legs, held tenaciously 
by the treacherous juice. Perhap s it 
might have succeeded, but the ten­ 
drils reached up and closed in on it 
flom all sides much as one would 
imagine the death-dealing sp ikes of 
the “Iron Maiden” closed in on the 
help less criminal of the middle ages. 
In a moment the midge was dead. 
“These p hiuis will go on catching 
flies like that until there is almost 
no room for more insects,” remark ed 
Prof. Macfarlane. “A curious result 
is that the p lant suffers with indi-‘ 
ggS’tion, and has to be treated accord­ 
ingly , if it is to he brought back to its 
usual standard.” 
He walk ed ever to another p lant 
and p inched it on th.e tip of the top ­ 
most leaf. This p lant was shap ed like 
a miniature p alm, each stem carry ing 
a leaf comp osed of rows of grass-like 
lilade-s. Almost as soon as he touched i 
them the first p air of blades snap p ed j 
together, then the nex t p air followed 
fuTt, then the nex t p air and. so on 
down the length of the frond. When 
thev had all 
c o m 
e together the whole 
frond s u d d e n l y bent at riglu angles 
near the main t r u n k of Jbii j"*lant aui.# 


drop p ed downward. 
As soon as it 
drop p ed the nerve force which had 
been animating it was communicated 
to the frond nearest to it, and that 
one rep eated the general p erformance 
of the first. 
And so it went until 
nearly the whole p lant had closed up 
in a manner like an umbrella. Fif­ 
teen* minutes afterward, when the ir­ 
ritating elTcy ts of the p inch had thor­ 
oughly disap p eared, the p lant went 
through a series of movements the re­ 
verse of those just mentioned; 
in 
other words it slowly op ened. Prof. 
iiacfarlaiie then p ick ed up a 
lon^ 
tubular glass jar and held it up to 
the light. It was filled with tendrils 
and roots. 
“Last October,” he said, “I filled 
this jar with Avater,.and then, having 
snip p ed off a single leaf of one of our 
sensitive p lants, I p laced it on the 
surface of the water. The p lant was 
one that grows on land, that is, it 
wasDotan aquatic sp ecies. Here is the 
result. Is it not remark able?” 
He lifted the leaf from the jar, and 
the tendrildik e roots trailed, after it. 
When he held the leaf at arm’s length 
the roots nearly touched the floor. 
They were four feet long. 
“These roots,” said Prof. Macfar­ 
lane, “grew down to that length in five 
months; that is over three-quarters 
of a foot a month. Something of a 
p rodigy , is it not?”— Golden Day s.
